The words “Nor 
Nome—Alaska—please” were heard 
by the United States naval radio 
station at St. Paul's Island, which 
is in the Pribilef Islands in the 
Bering Sea, about 600 miles south- 
west of Nome. The m e was 
then smothered by interference 
the Alaska Canneries sta- 
tion. 

Those five words were heard on 
St. Paul Island at 12:60 .o’elock 
yesterday morning, Pacific ‘ stand- 
ard time. It is possible, however, 
that these signals did not come 
from the Norge, but were part of 
an attempt to reach her by one 
of the many Alaskan wireless sta- 
tions attempting to communicate 
with the airship. ;

Rennett and myself consulted as 
to the possibilty of taking the fu- 
selage ashore first and putting it 
safely out of the way of the ice 
jamming and grinding, around the 
Chantier and one raft moored 
alongside. But that would mean 
assembling the plane on shore. To 
lift the. great wing into position 
we should have to build a scaf- 
folding and even then we feared 
some accident might happen. We 
cecided to defer mounting the 
wing until] the wind died down. 


WIND DIES DOWN 

In the morning the wind had 
gone down but the ice was packed 
in between us and the shore in a 
dense mass. Nevertheless it looked 
trom the ship as if an agile man 
might walk ashore without getting 
his feet wet. In fact, an hour later 
Isaksen tically did walk 
eshore, for he was constantly out 
on the bigger cakes of 1 towing 
our boat through them and break- 
ing @ path for the raft. 

te was the work of only halt 
an hour to swing the wing over- 
side and bolt it in place on the 
fuselage. It would have been al- 
most impossible to do it if there 
had been any wind, so great was 
the surface of the wing. When 
everything was ready, the Hobby. 
which was standing by to assist if 
necessary, cut a circie around the 
Chantier, loosening the ice near- 
est the ship. Capt. Holm of the 
Hobby. joined Isaksen in the smal] 
boat that preceded the raft and 
between them performed 
Herculean’ task. ith boatheoks 
and picks they hacked and shoved 
at the tide-drifted ice until they 
made an opening wide enough for 
the raft to nose In. 

After that a dozen of us with 
oars and poles, struggled to keep 
the lee from crushing our frall 
convoy as we advanced toward the 
shore. Isakeen and Holm leaped 
about from cake to cake like lum- 
berjacks in a log jam, while our 
three enterprising motion-picture 
operators, who had thelr cameras 
at every vantage point, ground out 
film and encouraged us with ad- 
miring shouts. 


TCOEBERG MENACE 

A hundred yards from the Chan- 
tier, our course took us between 
two icebergs which, while not 
large in comparison with those 
seen in Greenland, were many 
times larger than our whole raft 
and plane put together and oould 
have crushed us like nuts in 4 
nutcracker. 

Kings Bay has barely 100 I!n- 
habitants, but they made an im- 
pressive crowd as they stood on 
the beach amid the surrounding 
desolation and watched us maneu- 
ver our way ashore. When we 
had moored the raft to two pillars 
of ice. hewn out for the purpose, 
our job was practically done, ‘for 
it was the work of only a few 
minutes to rig up block and tackle 


and haul the plane upon the 
beach. |

the snow, the crowd gave a spon- 
taneous cry of surprise.

FRESNO BANKER 
AGAIN INDICTED 


Accused of Fraud 


Misuse of Mails in Lumber 
Stock Sale Charged 


Misrepresentation Asserted; 
Bail Set at $10,000 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

FRESNO, May 13.—W. D. Mitch- 
ell, former president of the Valley 
Bank; Charlies E. Virden of San 
Francisco, head of the Virden 
Packing Company and former as- 
sociate of Mitchell: J. M. Bruere 
of Sanger; Sam E. Whiting, San 
Francisco capitalist; W. Fink 
Mitchell, son of the former bank 
head, and A. L. Hanscome, dis- 
barred San Francisco. § attorney, 
were indicted today by the Federal 
grand jury. 

They are charged in six counts 
vith using the malls to defraud 
and with a conspiracy to use the 
mails for fraudulent purposes. 

The indictment was returned to 
Federal Judge James after J. FE. 
Fimpeon, deputy United States 
District Attorney In charge of mail- 
fraud cases, had iald his evidence 
before the grand jury tn an all-day 
veesion. Bonds for each of the de- 
fendants was fixed at $10.000. 

Exploitation of the Mitchell-Vir- 
den Lamber Company ia the basis 
for the indictment, it being assert- 
eJ by the government that the de- 
fendants violated the permit is- 
sued by the California Corporation 
Commissioner; that the defendants 
converted large sums borrowed on 
notes from banks to their own use: 
end that they made “inflammatory. 
wyaggerated and gross misrepresen- 
tations, pretenses and promises too 
mumerdus to mention” for the pur- 
pore of “inducing persong to be 
defrauded” by making an invest- 
ment in the corporate stock. 

The indictment charges that the 
defendants through agents made 
Statements to the effect that the 
Duncan mills property in Sonoma 
county acquired by the lumber 
company contained 2450 acres of 
heavily wooded land, mostly sec- 
ond growth, of fairiy large red- 
wood an@ Douglas fir, when, in 
truth, the property contained that 
amount ef lightly, sparsely and 
thinly wooded land, which was not 
mostly second growth of fairly 
heavy large redwood and Douglas 
fir, but was of low grade and about 
70 per cent sapling: that the mil! 
was cutting 30,000 feet of lumber 
a day of eight hours at $7 per 
1000, when in truth, ft was cutting 
not more than 20,000 feet, greatly 
in excess of $7 per 1000: that there 
was in the property sufficient tim- 
ber to keep the mill in operation 


-|for fifty years, when, in truth, 


there was only sufficient timber to 
keep *the mill in operation for 
more than five years, and many 
similar assertions which the in- 
dictment asserts to be untrue.

Chief among the military authori- 
tiles concerned are Marshal wu 
Pel-Fu, leader of the old Chihii 
party; Marshal Chang Tso-lAn, 
dictator of Manchuria, and Gen. 
IA Ching-Lin, risen to power 
through his command of the Man- | 
churian-Shantung levies whose 

ressure caused the withdrawal of 
he national armies from the capi- 


tal. 

Dr. Yen has assumed for the 
time being the posts of Premier 
and Foreign Ministers, aRhough | 
the name of Alfred Sze has oe

Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, former 
Minister to Great Britain and the 
United States, becomes Minister of 
Finance, and Yang Wen-Kai, Min- 
ister of Commerce.

Battle Over ‘Nash Motors 
Only Feature of 
Dull Market

NEW YORK, May 13.—Aside 
from the spectacular contest In 
Nash Motors, which absorbed the 
bulk of attentidn when it was at 
its height in the forenoon, and the 
great interest shown in the olls, 
the stock market today was a fea- 
tureless affair.

POLITICS BACK OF ALJ, 

“Politics has been and is the 
active power back of this cam- 
paign of grapevine  vituperation 
and misrepresentation,” the state- 
ment declared. “The purpose of 
these attacks is so obvious that 
he who runs may read, and t*« un- 
questionably designed to discredit 
this board in the eyes of the pub- 
lic, to the end that certain political 
influences, in thelr mole-like ac- 
tivity, are bent upon obtaining 
control of the tax-raising machin- 
ery of the county government.” 

The request of the citizens for a 
statement as to “disquieting ru- 
mors” was received by the board 
Monday. All of the members col- 
laborated in preparation of the 
reply.

“The Board of Supervisors fully 
appreciates and gladly responds to 
your request for a public state- 
ment regarding the matters con- 
cerning which you have recently 
heard ‘disquieting rumors,’ and is 
deeply appreciative of your ex- 
pression of confidence. In view of 
the fact that the grand jury is 
making a full and complete in- 
vestigation of the matter referred 
to in your communication. this 
board has, in a epirit of co-opera- 
tion with the grand jury, deemed 
it unnecessary to make any state. 
ment. 

“The members of this board are 
in full-accord with a complete in- 
vestigation of all ite acts by the 
grand jury of this county, a body 
impaneled by the court, and whose 
sworn duty it is to investigate 
fully and fairly all of these mat- 
ters. There has been the fullest 
co-operation between the board 
and the grand jury touching on all 
matters which have been called to 
our attention. Certain recommen- 
dations have been made by the 
jury aud have been complied with. 
None of the ‘disquietiag rumors’ 
referred to in your *communica- 
tion have, to our knowledge, 
emanated from the grand jury. 

“It ie a deplorable fact. how- 
ever, that certain selfish and un- 
ecrupulous interests have seized 
upon the oppor’unity to endeavor 
to create a breach between this 
Board of Supervisors and the pub- 
lic and with a view of undermin- 
ing the confidence of the people, 
have indvuetriously circulated these 
disquieting rumors, and have 
launched these defamatory attacks 
which not only might, and probably 
do, hamper the grand jury, but 
refiect upon the fair name of Los 
Angeles county. 

“The purpose of these attacks 
is so obvious that he who runs 
may read, and is unquestionably 
designed to discredit this board in 
~ eyes of the public, to the end 
hat certain political influences, in 
their mole-like activity, are bent 
upon obtaining control of the tax- 
raising machinery of the county 
government. Politics has been 
and is, the active power back of 
this campaign of grapevine vitu- 
peration and misrepresentation. 

“It is our belief that the grand 
fury will not be infilvenced or mis- 
led tn its investigation by these 
outside efforts to inject political 
factors Into the situation.

Water obtained in the valley 
and carried to San Fernando Val- 
ley in the Aqueduce is the main 


source of the city’s supply. The 
bureau has beer steadily purchas- 
ing lands and irrigation ditches 
and canals in the Owens River 
Valley country and diverting the 
water into the Aqueduct Opposi- 
tion to this policy has been voiced 
repeatedly by the ranchers and 
the business men of the commv- 
nities, who declare that by strip- 
ping the lands of water all busl- 
ness and property in the valley is 
depreciated.

String Quartet Presents One 
of Regular Programs 


Soloist of Evening 


Later Entertainment

The noted Zoeliner string quar- 
tet last night in its weekly re- 
cltal from the tower studio of The 
Times again demonstrated a re- 
markable repertoire, gained through 
years of study in Europe and a mu!- 
titude of concerts, This program 
demonstrated how the pecullar 
problems that confront string quar- 
tet renditions for contrasts of mood 
and style not easily found in the 
library of chamber music have 
been overcome successfully. Re- 
peated successes in concert as well 
as radio broadcast amply proves 
the quartet's place with the dis- 
tinctive ensembles of the nation. 

The classic opening of last night's 


recital was the first movement of 
Beethoven's “Quartet, Opus 18, Al- 
legro,” which showed richness 
of tone and sincere musical 
insight.
